If 
the time-honored reply “The 
place where the executive offices are 
located,” is to be accepted, then San 
Francisco and not Sacramento must 
henceforth be regarded as the new 
State capital. 
A new directory of State depart- 
ments, which has just been com- 


pleted, furnishes the surprising ine | 


four in Sacramento. In addition to 
this Gov. Johnson lives the greater 
portion of his time in San Fran- 
cisco, despite the fact that the State 
pays $9000 a year to support a Gov- 
ernor’s mansion in Sacramento. 
Commercial bodies of Sacramento 
are beginning to raise their voices 
in protest because San Francisco is 
getting a greater share of the State 
pay roll than the city officially desig- 
nated as the capital of the State. 
Some allege that an ulterior po- 
litical reason has occasioned the 


departments in San Francisco. 

Since the State government has 
become clocged with commissions 
there has been a general movement 
to give the best places to those who 
can fill them without too much m- 
conventence. Three-fourths of the 
commissioners are engaged in some 
éther business, despite the fact that 
they draw from $3000 to $8000 a 
year from the State. 

POLITICAL #SINECURES. 

Most of those commissionershins 
are political sinecures; men en- 
gaged in business or professional 
work in gan Francisco who have 
been willire to accept these places, 
rovided they could continue to live 
n their home city and not com- 
pelled to give up their private bus 
ness or practice. 

This has been acceptable 
State administration, and. little by 
little, the chief commissions have 
drifted away from the State capital 
to lecations in office buildings in 
San Francisco. 

Several vears aco the State Su- 
preme Court established headquar- 
ters in San Francisco and maintained 
e branch office only at the State 
canital.

NEEDLESS EXPENSE. 

This division of State offices and 
departments causes endless oonfusion 
and needless expense; but it is very 
necessary to the proper working of 
the State machine.

The uproar that has started 
against Premier Asquith indicates 
that the British public realizes again 
that it has been fooled. The de- 
mand for the elevation of Lioyd 
George, the munitions minister, to 
the office of Premier, would not im- 
press an outsider as a hint of coming 
peace. People clamoring for peace 
do not ordinarily approach the dove 
by putting in the star war director 
as head of the government. The 
British know mighty little of the 
eld science of modern war making, 
dut they are not quitters. 

As early in the conflict as last vear 
when I was in England I can testify 
that the army officers felt the most 
savage bitterness against the govern- 
ment. The soldiers considered they

EAST FRONT. 

On the east front. there is noth- 
ing to indicate the coming of peace. 

There was a time when the death 
of the Austrian Kaiser might have 
had a demoralizing effect. Had Franz 
Josef given up the ghost while the 
Russians were tearing down into 
Galicia in the spring of 1915, the 
worst would probably have happened 
for Austria-Hungary. 

But fortunately for the Germans, 
the old Emperor went. out at the 
minute of Austria's greatest triumph. 
The smashing advance of the armies 
of Von Falkenhayn and Von Mack- 
ensen into Rumania constitute the 
most dreadful reversal suffered by 
the allies since the beginning of the 
war. 

If an Emperor died every morn- 
ing. Austria would still be feeling 
very snorty. As a matter of fact, 
there is some purely military advan- 
tage in the event for the central 
powers. The new Emperor, as an 
army officer of the central powers 
will probably be completely under 
the thumb of the German Kaiser 
until the end of the war. 

RUMANIA. 

Uniess a miracle happens, it looks 
as though Rumania will suffer the 
fate of Serbia. The Rumanian 
King will soon have the alternative 
of grabbing up the great seal and 
his nightie and hurrying to parts un- 
known like the Serbian King. or of 
making a separate peace. Should 
Rumania be forced to conclude «a 
Separate peace, it would be very 
likely to have an unfortunate effect 
on the allies. 

The fret country on either side 
which throws up its hands and quits 
by making a apecific peace, wil! give 
the signal for the beginning of the 
end. After the first one, they are 
likely to begin slipping away one 
by one. In the present low condi- 
tion of all the countries on all sides. 
the making of peace by anv one 


_lecountry is pretty sure to be “catch- 


ing.” 

Many persons profess to see in the 
autonomy of Poland a secret peace 
bargain between England and Ger- 
many. It is undoubtedly a fact that 
England, if this war is to be con- 
cluded in a manner not decisive.

as a buffer nation between the 

western nations and Russia. But 1 

can't see this secret bargain. 
POLAND. 

Poland was given autonomy prin- 
cipaliy because Germany has found 
the captured territory a heavy bur- 
den. When they captured Warsaw. 
I wrote an account home to The 
Times expressing the belief that the 
Germans would find in Poland a 
lemon which would be very expensive 
and of no benefit—much like the 
Philippines. The censor at the Gen- 
eral Staff tactfully eliminated this 
remark. 

Feeding the starving Poles has 
been a fearful drain on the Germans. 
Also the Polish frontier has been 
dificult to defend. The Germans 
hope, by giving Poland the Kaiser's 
blessing and turning her loose, to get 
the Poles to defend their own fron- 
tier.

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JAP CABINET 
IS BALANCED. 


Two Strong Men of Empire in 
Terauchi's Confidence. 


Policy Toward United States 
is Well Received. 


Declaration of Premier has 
Pleased the People. 


[A. F. FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE. | 
TOKIO, Oct. 25.— Field Marshal 
Terauchi's most persistent political 
enemies admit that he has built 
up a Cabinet which contains at 
least two of the “strong” men of 
the empire. They are Viscount 
Ichiro Motono, the new Minister for 
Foreign Affairs and Baron Shimpei 
Goto, Japan's great medico-states- 
man, who has been designated Min- 
ister of the Interior. 

Of the remaining members of the 
Cabinet several are very well known 
tc. the Japanese, though less prom- 
inent abroad. Three of them are 
members of the House of Peers, 
from which body Premier Terauch! 
expects to find substantial suppo 
in carrying out his programm 
which he has announced as being a 
strengthening of the nation’s re- 
pources and ufiited and serious en- 
Jertions on the part of all the peo- 
ple for the effecting of reforms in 
all departments of national life. The 
members from the House of Peers 
are Baron Kenjiro Den, the new 
Minister of Education; Kiyoshi Na- 
kashoji, the Minister of Commerce 
and Agricuture, and Ryohei Okada, 
who holds the portfolio of Educa- 
tion. Gen. Kenichi Oshima and Ad- 
miral Tomosaburo Kato, the Minis- 
ters of Army and Navy, respectively, 
have been brought over from the 
outgoing Okuma Ministry. 

KEEN INTEREST. 
The keenest interest exists 
throughout Japan as to whether the 
ministry will, be able successfully 
to weather the coming session of 
the Diet on account of the apparent 
total lack of support in the House 
of Representatives. The attitude 
of the newly-organized majority or 
constitutional party under Viscount 
Takaaki Kato is understood to be 
hostile. K. Hara, the head of the 
Seiyukai or minority party has an- 
nounced his position as a sort of 
benevolent neutrality. He said: 
“Our party will hold an absolutely 
neutral position but it will give its 
support to anything that is in the 
interests of the public and agrees 
with the principle of our party.” 
He went on: “We must all work 
for the expansion of our national 
influence and for the perfection of 
a true constitutional government. 
As for the new Cabinet we must 
olwerve its policy, admiring what 
le to be admired and attacking when 
attack is deserved. The most im- 
portant thing is to foster patriotic 
nationaliem for the sake of the na- 
tion and the people.” 
The fact that Viscount Motono 
was one of the framers of the Rus- 
so-Japaniese alliance while Ambas- 
un dor at Petrograd and the belief 
that Count Terauchi himself has 
strong Russian sympathies has led 
many friends of the Anglo-Japanese 
sliliance to fear that the support of 
the new ministry will be thrown pri- 
marily into putting into effect the 
Russian alliance as against the Brit- 
ish. It is remarked that Count Te- 
rauchi is the president of the Russo- 
Japanese Society, and that Baron 
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TERAUCHTS STATEMENT. 


As to the policy of the new Cab- 
inet towards the United States great 
satisfaction is expreased by repre- 
sentative Japanese that Premier Te- 
rauchi’s recent declarations to the 
Associated Press should have re- 
ceived such a cordial welcome in the 
United States The new Cabinet 
has ds yet made ho formal declara- 
tion of its principles and Count Te- 
rauchi's interview has given prac- 
tically the only indication thus far 
of the Cabinet's attitude on foreign 
questions. 

In a leading article the semi-of- 
ficial Japan Times says that a very 
important statement on the foreign 
policies of the empire has been made 
to the world by Count Terauch! 
through the Associated Press. 
newspaper continued “It is gratify- 
ing that the Premier has given an 
unmistakable assurance to the 
world that there will be no change 
in the line of action his Cabinet 
will pursue in the conduct of our 
foreign relations. If Count 
rauchi as Premier places statesman- 
ship before soldiership, his simplic- 
ity and sincerity as a soldier will 
stand him in good stead and we do 
not hesitate to declare that he can 
be depended upon to adhere faith- 
fully to his assurances. If he has 
in the past been criticised for what 
has been described as his iron rule 
in (Chosen (Korea) he has never yet 
been charged with going back on 
his words.”

It expressed its 
astonishment that Count Terauchi, 
who is very reticent to his country- 
men, should give such an important 
interview to a foreign correspondent 
in regard to his foreign policy. The 
journal admitted disappointment 
should the Premier's foreign policy 
develop as outlined by him, think- 
ing that, while his internal admin- 
istration will be constructive, he will!

Count 
Terauchi now openly declares his 
readiness to succeed to the ‘do-noth- 
ing’ policy of Marquis Okuma, as 
pursued towards <America. It is 
quite possible that Count Terauchi's 
inclination to put off the solution of 
dificult problems may have the éf- 
fect of making matters worse con- 
founded. 
THE LAND QUESTION. 

“Besides the land and immigration 
questions, Which are 
tween Japan and America, it wil! 
be necessary for Japan to know defi- 
nitely America’s attitude towards 
China. Japan's position vis-a-vis 
China is somewhat of a peculiar 
character, but as long as the eco- 
nomic activities of foreign counfries 
in China do not exert any political 
pressure on Japan, she wil! not only 
not obstruct their enterprises in Chi- 
ma, but will welcome then® as they 
will materially contribute towards 
the opening up of the resources of 
the country. For this reason it is 
necessary that Americans should be 
convinced of the real intentions of 


China. 
“If Count Terauchi is really anx-

dispensed with formal polite phrases 
and frankly stated what he requires 
of t United States. Honesty, after 
all, is the best policy in diplomacy, | 
as in business. Leaving China in her

urned to Japan to enter the Foreign 
Office. Later he was Secretary of 
the Embassy at Petrograd and then 
Minister to Brussels. For five years 
he was Minister to Paris. He was 
appointed Ambassador to Russia in 
1906. While sojourning at Tokio 
he lectured constantly on interna- 
tional law. 

In 1907 he was created Baron in 
recognition of his services in con- 
cluding the Russo-Japanese railway 
convention and was promoted to Vis- 
count last summer for his distin- 
guished service to the state in con- 
cluding the alliance between Japan 
and Russia.

the University of Berlin. In Japan 
ne became a leading authority on 
health and sanitation. He was san- 
|itary commissioner during the Ja- 
pan-Chino ‘War. Later he estab- 
lished a reputation as an executive 
while civil administrator of For- 
mosa. His vigoroys administration 
of that island won him promotion 
and distinction until finally he be- 
came known as Japan's great col- 
onist-organizer. He displayed abil- 
ity as the first president of the 
South Manchurian Raliroad, the 
company becoming an independent

FINANCE FLOOD 
CONTROL WORK. 


[LOCAL CORRESPONDENCT. 

MONROVIA, Nov. 25.—Real work 
of flood control on this section of 
the San Gabriel River will be started 
within ten days, it is believed here. 

According to Col. I. H. Polk. 
prominent rancher and delegate to 
the Pacific Electric and Southern 
Pacific Railway heads, the big proj- 
ect is fully financed, with about 
$7090 to be used for flood work be- 
tween the Santa Fe Railway bridge 
and the mouth of the San Gabriel 
Canyon. In addition to this amount 
the county, Pacific Light and Power 
Company and ranchers interested 
have contributed $500 each for flood 
control work below the Santa Fe. 
This means that a sum of $8500 will 
be available for the work under di- 
rection of County Engineer Reagan. 

The Pacific Electric and Southern 
Pacific will contribute $3500, the 
county $2250 and ramchers $1000 or 
more. 

In addition to this work the Santa 
Fe is rushing a great storm pro- 
tection wall flanking their bridge on 
the west side of the river. A gang 
of over 150 men is working night 
and day on the job, in order to get 
it out of danger before a possible 
rain and rise of the river could in- 
jure the concrete work.

BUILDING IS STARTED. 


Spanish Renaissance. 


Work Begun on Splendid T heater and Studio Structure 
at Broadway and Third—Great North End Playhouse 
to be Modern Expression of Beautiful Architecture of 


at the 


least, it is in all probability the most 


ambitious project of its character 


yet attempted in the West. 
The architect, Albert C. Martin, 
was asked at the beginning by the 


projectors to design a building that, 
while refiecting the sentiment of 


[Southern Californians with regard 


to Spanish types, should at the same 
time breathe the spirit of the mod- 
ern theater. The result, in 80 far 
as the exterior of the splendid pile 
is concerned, is shown in the per- 
spective prepared from the finally- 
accepted plans and reproduced for 
the first time in The Times today. 

In adapting a style of architecture 
spelling so much of romance to the 
California mind to the apirit of the 
present age. the planner of the new 
upper Rroadway playhouse has hold- 
ly sought inspiration for much of his 
decorative detail in that most mod- 
ern expression of the drama, the 
motion picture. Housing, as it will, 
one of the largest and most elaho- 
rate picture theaters in the country 
and offering downtown studio and 
and office facilities intended to meet 
the special requirements of the film 
concerns centering in this, the can- 
ital of moviedom, the structure will 
in its ornamentation largely typify 
this great business. 

In the florid style of the Spanish 
renaissance there will be wrought 
bes reliefs, decorative panels and 
figures in repose and action depict- 
Ine the motion-picture industry and 
other phases of present-day thought 
and activity instead of the quaint 
medieval details ordinarily dug up 
and slaviehh copied from Frropean 
prototvper. This orne*nentation has 
heen carefully worked out in proner 
proportion and relation to the masse 
of the building and in thie sense 
will be In as strict keeping with the 
best traditions of Spanish architec. 
ture as the modern structural re. 
quirements will permit. 


SPANISH DOORWAY. 
The main entrance at the middle 


the Stability Building Company 
southeast corner of Broad- 
way and Third will be not only one 
of the largest and finest buildings on 
the Coast, but, in an artistic sense, 
a notable acquisition to the city ot 
Los Angeles. In the latter aspect, at 


"th HE great theater and studio of the Broadway front will be a 
structure now being started by modern rendering of an old Spanish 


doorway and is to be the dominatirg 
architectural feature of the entire 
plan. Carried out in terra cotta and 
extending to a height of several sto- 
ries, it will relieve the flat brick 
wall surface. Similarly beautifu: 
and effective will be the cornice, with 
ite sculptured relief. A series of 
arches capped by rich ornamenta- 


tion will add to the beauty and im- 
pressiveness of the long Third-street 
frontage. Even the pent house and 
water tank, eyesores on most large 
buildings, will be converted into an 
ornamental feature on this new the- 


ater, both being inclosed in a dome 
of colored tiles, set at the outer cor- 
ner of the roof line. 


The theater lobby will occupy the 
whole of the Broadway entrance and 
will be in bronze, marble and stucco, 
the latter being treated to look Hike 
old Spanish woodwork, and gilded 
and colored. The plans call for three 
large mural paintings of an alle- 
gorical character at the ceiling and 
sides, as well as rich decoration in 
arabesque. The stair hall and foyer 
will be covered with tapestry effects 


done on rough plaster. Here, too, 
the coloring will be elaborate. A 
huge carved and perforated screen 
will separate the foyer from the au- 
dience room. 


THE THEATER. 

The theater proper will be a hexag- 
tonal room sixty feet hich sur- 
mounted by a flat oval dome, the 
Walls having the structural effect of 
enen stone. The woodwork will be 
tilded and colored after the Spanish 
manner and will have insets of col- 
opal room sixty feet high sur- 
as a panoply of starry forms, each 
„offered“ in the center, the whole 
‘eine worked out in striking color 
effects. In the center of the oval 
will be a twenty-five-foot mural 
~aintine with herote winged figures 
of tragedy and comedy surrounded 
hy dancing forma. 

The chief rotnt of interest in the 
4ecorative scheme will be a great 
~ural over the proscenium arch the 
ventral detail of which, a huge 
winged fieure representing the spirit 
of the future, will have the appear- 
‘noe of leaning out over the stage in 
an attitude of expectancy. Numer- 
ous other figures will help in express- 
ine the allegorical conception of the 
designer. the entire painting being

A POSTAGE METER. 


New Zealand Invention May do Away 
50 with Use of Postage 

{Illustrated World:] The British 
government is experimenting in the 
London postoffice with a postage me- 
ter which has been adopted by the 
New Zealand government and in- 
dorsed by several of the largest pa- 


trons of the United States postoffice. . 


Ita object is three-fold: To eliminate 
the postage stamp, to reduce the 
cgst of mailing letters, and to guard 
against the loss due to misappropri- 
ated postage stamps. Instead of a 
stamp, letters mailed through this 
Machine bear in the upper right 
hand corner an inscription something 
like this: ze. Paid. 2737. Indianap- 
Oli, Ind. Permit No. 1041. As they 
pass through the machine the letters 
are sealed and counted, then they 
pass under the printing device at- 
tached to the meter. The number on 
each letter is different, and repre- 
sents the count since the meter was 
last set. The key to the meter is in 
the hands of the postoffice depart- 
ment, and periodically a clerk is sent 
to read the meter, reset it, if neces- 
sary, and inspect the machine. The 
postoffice department then sends the 
owner of the permit a bill for his 
postage. This provides a check on 
the whole operation, and completely 
eliminates the stamp. 


Hard for Translator. 

{Christian Herald: J Bishop Steere, 
who was himself a great missionary 
translator, said: “Our work must be 
all unsound without a vernacular Bi- 
bie.” In translating the Bible into 
the Hottentot tongue it was neces- 
sary to change Jesus to Jesub, be- 
cause in Hottentot a word ending in 
e signifies the female, and the 
word must end in d' to indicate the 
male sex. Rev. Lind, in translating 
the Bible into the Mardia tongue in 
India, found it necessary to resort 
to all kinds of devices to obtain from 
the Mardias the names of different 
objects. He says: “I grunted like a 
pig. quacked like a duck, neighed 
like a horse, howled like a jackal and 
had to exercise all my artistic: abili- 
ties in drawing various kinds of ani- 
mals, birds and insects.”

These figures are taken from a re- 
port sent out by the Elgin Motor 
Car Corporation. Here are some 
more interesting facts furnished by 
the Studebaker Corporation, which 
prove that the motor car field has 
only been scratched—that the in- 
dustry has only nicely been started 
on its way: 

“Conservative statistics show there 
are about 5,000,000 people in towns 
and cities who are yet possible pros- 
pects and can afford to buy automo- 
biles of some sort. Out of the 3,500,- 
000 motor cars in use, not more than 
1,700,000 are in the hands of the 
pure farmer. There are 7,000,000 
farmers in the United States, and you 
can count on half of them being able 
to own an automobile—possibly only 
a second-hand one. This indicates 
that we have not begun to approx!i- 
mate the point of saturation in this 
business today. 

“There are about 25,000,000 horses 
and mules in the United States today. 
It takes five acres of ground, approx- 
imately, to feed a horse or mule per 
year.

then enlisted under the War De- 
partment, for two vears with a min- 
imum pay, according to tentative 
plans, of about $40 per month. For 
the first three months, or longer if 
necessary, they would receive the 
training of soldiers. 
When firmly grounded in military 
cuties and accustomed to military 
discipline, the men would be as- 
signed to a Service Corps company 
and with their arms and equipment 
transferred outright to the Recla- 
mation Service or other bureau in 
charge of the construction work to 
which they would be assigned.

ADAMSON DAW—WHAT Is IT? 

The decisions of the United States Dis- 
trict Court that the Adamson law is uncon- 
stitutional, the agreement of the govern- 
ment and the railroads to press the case for 
a speedy decision by the Supreme Court; 
the beginning of the investigation by the 
Newlands committee of the advisability of 
further legislation, including the feasibility 
of government ownership of the railroads 
and the threat of Gompers that unless the 
Supreme Court shall validate the Adamson 
law the American Federation af Labor will 
back up the railroad train hands in a gen- 
eral strike and tie-up of the transportation 
business of the country, have all con- 
joined to revive public interest in the ques- 
tion which President Wilson succeeded in 
temporarily settling on September 2, last, 
by procuring the passage of the Adamson 
law. 

That law does not, as is generally erro- 
neously supposed, limit a day's labor of rail- 
road train hands to eight hours. Sections 
one and two of the law provide merely 
that for the purpose of “reckoning the com- 
pensation for services” of railroad train 
hands employed on interstate roads, eight 
hours shall be deemed a day's work; that 
the President shall appoint a commission 
of three to observe for a period of not less 
than six nor more than eight months the 
administrative and financial effects of the 
law and within thirty days thereafter report 
its findings to Congress and the President. 
Section three provides that, pending the re- 
port of the elght-hourday commission, and 


for a period of ninety days thereafter, the 
compensation of railway train hands shall 
not be reduced below the present ten-hour 
wage, and for all services in excess of 
eight hours such employees shall receive 
pro rata compensation. That is to say, an 
engineer who now receives $5 for ten hours’ 
work shall hereafter receive $6.25 for the 
same work. 

A railroad company which shall violate 
the law by refusing to pay this increase of 
wage is subject to a penalty of $100 to $1000 
for each employee to whom the increase 
of compensation is refused. There being 
400,000 such employees, a general refusal by 
the companies to pay would subject them to 


| fines aggregating from $40,000,000 to $400,- 


000,000. 
By section six of the Adamson law the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission is given 
power to fix the hours of labor and the com- 
pensation of train hands. This they must 
do not sooner than six months nor more 
than twelve months from the passage of 
the act (September 2, 1916.) and in the 
meantime the present wages—plus 25 per 
cent. advance—must be continued. 
Electric street railways and electric in- 
terurban railways are exempt from the 
provisions of the act. :

the men would be directly under 
that bureau chief, except during an 
Annual maneuver period, when for 
instruction purposes they would 
participate in military camps of in- 
siruction under the War Depart- 
ment. A daily drill period of not 
more than an hour, under drill mas- 
ters detailed from the regular ar- 
my, and not more than seven hours 
censtruction work, would result in 
@ healthy life in the open air which 
the mén behind the plan believe 
would develop the finest military re- 
serve in the world. 
 SELF-SUPPORTING. 

As an economic proposition, the 
advocates of a National Service 
Corps state it would be a self-sup- 
porting organization in every re- 
spect and would do constructive 
work, the value of which is prac- 
tieally beyond estimate. It required 
$178.522.804 to finance the army in 
1914 and absolutely no constructive 
work was done. 

It ie believed by the men who are 
behind the plan to obtain the corps 
that a considerable portion of the 
expense of maintaining the proposed 
organization should be borne by the 
States, counties and municipalities 
G@irectiy profiting from the work 
, Gone. If the main features of the 
14 ieee Corps plan meet with the 
of

That such corps would not lack 
for recruite has been asserted by 
army men who have made a thor- 
ough study ot the proposition. With 
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in San Francisco and Salt Lake. 


camp life, it is thought that service 
in the proposed corps will be as 
much sought for as are civil service 
positions at present. 

The proposed corps would in no 
sense supplant the regular army nor 
the organized militia in time of 
peace, and would not be avaliable 
for riot or patrol duty. Its only 
military utility would be during the 
active invasion of the United States 
by a foreign power. 


THE PROGRAMME. 


A nation-wide effort to obtain the 
passage of a National Service Corps 
Act will be launched within the next 
ninety days. The organization*pro- 
gramme of the machine to secure 
the legislation is practically com- 
plete and the Los Angeles unt. com- 
posed of 1000 volunteer workers with 
$10,000 in the treasury. will shortly 
undertake to organize a similar unit 


The Los Angeles unit is nearly to 
strength. 

The San Francisco workers are to 
assist in organizing Portland. Port- 
land wil assist Seattle. Seattle 16 
to assist Tacoma and thus within a 
few months the propaganda for a 
National Service Corps is expected 
to embrace the nation. 

A modification of the Newlands- 
Broussard River Regulation Bill, 
which is expected to receive Con- 
gressional sanction at the next ses- 
sion, provides for an appropriation 
of not less than $1,000,000 to de- 
fray expenses for an exhaustive sur- 
vey of the various rivers which an- 
nually cause enormous  overfiow 
loses.

WON BY PASADENA. 


SAN GABRIEL COUNTRY CLUB'S 
GIVEN NO DAMAGES. 


Judge Taft Holds Owners of 
Property Adjacent to Growing 
Cities Must Take Care of In- 
crease in Flood Run-off Caused 
by Improving Streets. 


The San Gabriel Valley Country 
Club, which alleged its beautiful 
golf course and other property was 
damaged to the extent of $72,300 by 
the great storm of February, 1914, 
and charged the City of Pasadena 
with causing the destruction by di- 
verting the natural flow of the wa- 
tert by a cement conduit, failed to 
win its suit against the municipeslity, 
tried and decided by Judge Taft yes- 
terday. 

The trial of this action was a4 
long. hard-fought battle, and other 
suits are pending that may be de- 
cided by the outcome of this fest 
action. It ig possible that an appeal 
will be taken from Judge Taft's de- 
cision. 

The damages at the country club, 
it appeared from the evidence, in- 
cluded the leveling of a boarded em- 
bankment, the carrying away of 4 
bridge, the practical destruction of 
pten acres of ground by the rush of 
the waters, and a resultant damage 
ot $36,080 principally through injury 
to the golf links. 

The City of Pasadena, it was 1 
leged, constructed certain embank- 
ments in the northern part of the 
city limite which diverted storm wa- 
ters, naturally draining into the Ar- 
rove Seco. into the other water 
course, flowing to the San Gabriel 
River: further, that street improve- 
ments. the construction of sidewalks, 
paved boulevards and houses created 
a greater flow of the storm waters, 
and it is the duty of a growing city 
to take care of the additional run- 
off of storm waters. 

Judge Taft held that the develop- 
ment of property near a growing 
city must contemplate the natural 
growth of the city. If there was a 
greater run-off because of improved 
streets. such must be anticipated 
and guarded against by owners of 
property in the path of the natural 
drainage. 

It was further held that if there 
was additional water originsliy 
draini into another river, such 
addition was negligible and made 
practically no difference as to dam- 
age. The construction of the cement 
conduit was the natural and logical 
method of carrying off the storm 
water. The accelerated flow because 
ot the conduit was offset by the fact 
that it carried off the water more 
easily, prevented the accumulation 
of water above. and in this regard 
prevented greater damage than ac- 
tually did result. It did not cause 
a greater volume of water at any 
one time because of the accelerated 
flow, he held.

If these envelopes are 
retailed at 3 cents apiece, the clerk 
realized 75 cents from the sale of 
each package and the difference be- 
tween 54 and 75 cents has hereto- 
fore been allowed the clerks te pro- 
tect them from possible shortages in 
change. As much as $10 a month 
has been realized by many clerks in 
the Los Angeles postoffice and sub- 
stations but henceforth the 21 cents 
difference goes to the Postoffice De- 
partment. 

Until recently indelible lead-pen- 
cila were used in making postoffice 
records. These pencils were made 
in Germany, and the war has added 
to the expense of the department. 
Now ordinary lead pencils have been 
substituted and another saving ef- 
fected.

Once! reading 
in awhile he came down to the city 
to stand on a soap box, yelling 10 
hell with the American flag and 
telling the “People of the Abyss” 
about their wrongs, chief of which 
is having to work for a living. 


There always seemed to be some- 


thing a little bogus about London's 
socialism. He seemed to be doing it 
either for notoriety or for love of 
stirring things up. About two- 
thirds of the trouble in this world 
is caused by restless men of brains 
who are bored. This much of Lon- 
don's socialism is true, that modern 
civilization does not provide suffi- 
cient outlet for men of adventurous 
disposition. 


One of London's pet fads was 
tended detestation of soldiers: 
ut he was very much the type of 


the soldier of fortune. If he had 
lived a few years earlier in the 
world he would have been a robber 
baron or a Robin Hood, and before 
that a gladiator. 


There are two types of minstrels. 


One is the Robert Louis Stevenson 
type, who evolve wonderful stories 
out of their dreams and to whom 
writing comes first of all. The other 
type is that of the adventurers who 
have eaten life raw with plenty of 
blood and guts. They tell what they 
have seen. There is a verity and a 
fire in their work that the finest lit- 
erary artistry never touches.

ones to come back, he wrote se- 
eral stories. 

After many rejections he finally 
sold something to a California maga- 
zine for $5, and the Black Cat offered 
him $40 for a story. After that it 
was pretty easy sailing for him. His 
first book, “Son of the Wolf,” was 
published in 1900. 

In 1901 he wrote “The God of His 
Fathers” and in the following year 
"The Children of the Frost and 
“Cruise of the Dazzler.” 

In 1903 he wrote the “Kempton 
Wace Letters” and “The Call of the 
Wild.” This remarkable dog story 
was one of the very finest things 
London ever wrote and one of the 
best animal! stories in all literature. 

In 1904 he wrote “The Faith of 
Man“ and “The Sea Wolf.” The first 
part of the “Sea Wolf” impresses me 
as being the finest thing London ever 
wrote. It is brisk and brutal and 
tremendous. In the last part, he 
introduces a woman, and, as is usual 
with the London stories, when the 
woman enters, the story becomes 
sentimental rot. The first part of the 
“Sea Wolf” is one of the best and 
the latter part the worst of Mr. Lon- 
don's work. It is said that a swine- 
brained publisher insisted upon the 
interpolation of the love story that 
spolled the “Sea Wolf.” 

The following year London put 
over “The Game,” which is the best 
story ever written of prize fighting. 
Boxing has a very strong appeal for 
men of London's type. 

After he made good as a novelist 

he did considerable newspaper work. 
In writing this phase of his work, 
he said he deliberately avoided 
newspapers until he found his feet in 
literature because he thought it 
ruined a young writer's work. 
+ Most of his newspaper stuff was 
about wars and prize fighting. In 
neither field did he seem ve-y con- 
vincing. As a rule a novelist is a 
poor newspaper writer. He is ac- 
customed to form mental concepts 
and to follow them with his narra- 
tive. In his fiction he makes things 
happen as he likes. He arranges 
the picture for the effects he wants. 
The hewspaper writer must find his 
effects. He can't make things hap- 
pen. They have already happened. 
The art of the expert newspaper 
writer ts an art of selection. Of ar- 
‘ranging the material already in ex- 
istence. The novelist is a painter. 
The newspaper writer is a window 
draper. 


I remember that one of the news- 
paper assignments of Jack London 
was the Jeffries-Johnson fight at 
Reno. This was a literary men's 
soiree. Half the newspapers were 
represented by famous literary men. 
The result was the rottenest col- 
lection of fight stories I ever read. 
The reason was clear. Men like 
Rex Beach and Jack London had 
come there with their stories half 
written in their minds. They con- 
fidently expected a horrible conflict. 
They were keyed up. At the end of 
the hundredth round, they thought 
that the dismembered body of the 
white man would hur! itselfupon the 
headless corpse of the negro and win 
the battle. 

When they saw a tame little tea 
party with a big boob of a white 
man going blubbering to his knees 
like a spanked school boy, they 
could not readjust their mental pic- 
tures rapidly enough. The only 
good stories Were written by the 
meek and lowly reporters who had 
come there with open minds and 
without the slightest idea of what 
or how they were going to write 
until they saw what would happen. 

After 1905 London wrote the fol- 
lowing works, none of which had 
the same appeal for me as had “The 
aw B of the Wild” and the “Sea

It is said that his publishers have 
ready for print a book on scientific 
agriculture. London was intensely 
interested in superfarming. 

London was a good literary sales- 
man and always made money. His 
minimum price is said to have been 
10 cents a word. He regularly wrote 
a thousand words a day, working, 
sometimes at sea and sometimes at 
his ranch at Glen Ellen. 

He was one of those literary 
workers who made no pretense of 
being temperamental or “waiting for 
inspirations.” Literature was a reg- 
ular job to him. He sat down every 
morning and worked until he had 
manufactured a thousand words. 
He wrote with a pen and ink and 
very seldom rewrote anything. 

He said that he never skipped, but 
wrote straight through a story. If 
an idea popped into his head for a 

ph further on he made a 
note of it and wrote along. He 
never,irew real characters from life. 
His ple, he says, were all com- 
posits. 

His manuscript went to typists 
and to his publishers without re- 
vision. Most of his later works were 
published simultaneously in Europe 
and America. 

In speaking of his own work he 
said that he usually found it un- 
handy to write of things too near 
him. 8o he wrote many of his 
farm stories at sea or his yacht. the 
Snark, and most of his sea stories 
on land. He said that time and dis- 
tance were necessary for him to get 
the proper perspective. 

His wife, Charmlan (he was twice 
married.) was his constant com- 


panſon and literary confident. He 


wrote that he always confided the 


descriptions of the dresses of his 


women characters to Mrs. London, 
and that he also got many delight- 
ful descriptive bits from her and 
from his Japanese servant-secretary. 
Mrs. London has herself written a 
diary of her voyage in the Snark, 
but the account seemed to be main- 
lv devoted to thrilling accounts of 
“This morning I manicured Jack's 
and my nals.“

$329 from Oakes Ames as a dividend 
on Credit Mobilier stock given to 
him by Ames for his services in pro- 
curing a subsidy for the Union Pa- 
cific road. He was also charged with

Romans Observe the Saturnalia of 
Pagan Ancestors, and Russian 
Heir has for a Century 

Bottle Rum. 
Dally. 


[Washington Star:] To the Amer- 
ican traveler in Europe there is, per- 
haps, nothing more curious than the 
Persistency with which certain old 
customs are maintained. The Ro- 
man's for example, observe the “sat- 
urnalia” of their ancient pagan an- 
cestors, in, however, a harmless way, 
and the Florentines proceed on a 
certain morning each year to catch 
crickets in the grass simply because 
the Etruscans did the same thing 
2000 years ago. 

When Bismarck, during the term 
of his mission as Ambassador to 
Russia, was walking one day in the 
summer garden in St. Petersburg, as 
it Was then called, he met the Em- 
peror, who invited the diplomatist 
to continue his stroll with him. Soon 
Bismarck noticed a sentry stationed 
in the middle of a 
grass. He asked what the sentry 
was doing there. The Czar did not 
Know. The aide-de-camp did not 
know. So inqyiry was made of the 
sentry himeelf. 

“It is ordered,” was the reply. 

Every official gave the same reply, 
“Tt is ordered,” but none of them 
knew by whom. A sentry had al- 
Ways stood guard in the middle of 
that innocent grass plot. The 
archives were searched, but in vain, 
for information in this relation. 
Finally an aged official was found 
who gave the explanation. He had it 
from his father that the Empress 
Catherine had once seen a snowdrop 
ready to bloom in that plot and had 
ordered a sentry to stand guard in 
that plot and allow no one to pluck 
it. For more than a century the 
watch had been maintained because 
“it was ordered,” and because no 
one had ever dréamed of disobeying 
the order or questioning any one as 
to the reason therefor. 

The inflexibility-of Russian official 
orders has resulted in another queer 
and neediess fixture in the official 
system. Quite a ludicrous discovery 
of this sort was made by the Em- 
press Catherine, who was the mother 
of that Emperor Paul assassinated in 
1801. Catherine at one time was in- 
spired by some passing whim of 
economy to scrutinize the imperial 
housekeeping accounts. To her 
amazement she found among other 
queer items that “one bottle of rum 
daily” was charged to the heir ap- 
parent. Inasmuch as her son, Nas- 
lednik, then a young man, had never 
evinced any signs of intemperate 
habits, his mother was greatly as- 
tenished. Going over the accounts to 
ascertain how long this sort of thing 
had been going on she found to her 
etill greater astonishment that the 
expenditure went back to the day of 
his birth, and, indeed, far beyond it. 

So it appeared the heir to the 
throne had not only been charged 
with drinking over thirty dozen bot- 
tles of fine Jamaica rum each year 
ever since he was born, but for a 
long time before that. It is hardlly 
necessary to add that the Empress 
made a thorough investigation of 
this queer entry, Finally, by the aid 
of an antiquary, she at last reached 
the original entry. 

A century or so before the imper- 
rial physician had prescribed for 
the Naslednik of the reriod, on ac- 
count of a violent toothache, a tea- 
spoonful of rum, to be taxen with 
sugar.” This dose was given for sev- 
eral days in succession, and the 
nurse in charge had deemed it more 
fitting to the imperial dignity, as well 
as more profitable to herself, to pur- 
chase a new bottle of rum each day. 
No one had ever given the order to 
discontinue the purchase and it had 
gone on for a century, the rum hav- 
ing constituted one of the perquisites 
of the court nurse. 

Englishmen have always had an 
affection for the old ways. 80 per- 
sistent are they in holding to the 
forms and traditions of the past that 
their French neighbors over the 
channel have dubbed the United 
Kingdom “the museum of antiqu!- 
tles among modern nations. 


SHIP’S COALING PLACES, 


Huge Supplies Gathered at over a 

Hundred Well-known Ports. 

[Harpers Magazine:] There are 
about 140 coaling ports scattered 
over the seven seas, from Panama, 
lying in strategie position at the 
canal entrance, to the remote South 
Sea Island port of Apia, but there are 
none so essential to shipping, and 
none so celebrated on all the water 
fronts of the world, as Gibraltar. 
Port Said, Colombo, Singapore and 
Nagasaki. on the main trade route 
to the Orient. For ships London- 
bound on the long, 11,000-mile voy- 
age from the Far East necessary 
stops are regularly made at these 
ports by both cross-sea liners and 
plodding cargo carriers. Port Said 
was unheard of and Nagasaki was 
unvisited by the seafaring men of 
the full-rigger age. for trade routes 
and ships have changed since the 
tea clipper left Whampoa and made 
London without calling at a port. 
The present-day mail steamer, mak- 
ing eighteen knots an hour, is un- 
able to carry sufficient coal for an 
11,000-mile passage without renew- 
ing the supply in wav ports; and the 
modern tramp steamer, built to 
carry as much cargo as can be 
stowed. and barely enough coal to 
drive the engines rrom one coaling 
port to the next, is In the same pre- 
dicament. Huge supplies of coal are 
kept in all these ports for the needs 
of arriving shipping. At Port Said. 
for instance, a million tons of coal 
are landed each year from colliers 
which daily arrive from England to 
supply the shipping which passes 
through the Suez Canal 

Wherever there is a coaling port, 
there the trade routes gather. On 
the “Track Chart for Full-powered 
Steam Vessels,” published by the 
hydrographic office, Washington, the 
trade routes which cross the great 
expanse of the Pacific radiate in all 
directions, like the spokes of a I- 
gantic wheel, from each of the is- 
land ports of Honolulu, of Apia and 
of Tahiti, Shoreward they are di- 
recttd to San Francisco, to Panama 
and to Valparaiso: and on the 
Asiatic side of the Pacific all routes 
lead to Nagasaki in the north, and to 
Sydney in the south. Similiarty, in 
the South Atlantic Ocean there are 
established, for the use of steamers 
plying the routes of those waters. 
coaling stations of large importance 
at the otherwise remote ports of 
Santa Cruz de Teneriffe, at the Cape 
Verde Islands, at Ascension Island 
and at St. Helena, all of them island 
ports lying well away from the Afrt- 
can coast. Teneruffe is a regular 
coaling port on the route to al) Afri- 


can porte from de fwory coast to

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Fighters. | 
YAQUIS UNBEATABLE. 


(Washington Star: ] No Indians in 
the southwest have earned a great- 
er respect for their fighting ability 
than the Yaquis, who were reported 
recently as threatening the line of 
communications of one of the Amer- 


ican border in pursuit of bandits. 
Concerning this warlike tribe the 
Nationa] Geographical Society has 
issued the following bulletin from 
its headquarters in Washington: 

“A distinguished ethnologist has 
said of the Yaquis that they are the 
only Indians on the continent, who, 
surrounded by whites, from the be- 
sinning of their history have never 
been fully subdued. In spite of the 
numerous defeats which they have 
sustained at the hands of Spaniards 
and Mexicans, dating back to the 
first half of the sixteenth century, 
they are today a brave, stalwart, ath- 
letic race, admired for their industry 
as weil as for their courage. Most 
of the Yaquis are to be found in the 
southern part of Sonora, one of Mex- 
wo's border states, to the south of 
Arizona. Here they raise corn, cot- 
ton and the mescal-producing ma- 
guey. The women are expert weav- 
ers, While the men are always in 
demand es miners, sailors, farm la- 
borers and as expert pearl divers. 
Most of their trading is done at the 
port of Guaymas, on the Gulf of 
California, where one of their chief 
articles of barter is the salt gath- 
ered on the adjoining coast. 


NOT A NUMEROUS TRIBE. 


“The Yaquis are not a numerous 
tribe, the highest estimate of their 
number being 57,000 in 1849. It is 
probable that at the present time 
there are not more than 20,000, 
about 20 per cent. of whom were 
transported by the Mexican govern- 
ment to Yucatan and Tehuantepec 
a few years ago as the surest means 
of quelling the uprisings which con- 
tinued to occur periodically. As 
far back as 1609 the Yaquis were 
a dreaded foe, Capt. Hurdaide in 
that year sustaining three succes- 
sive defeats at their hands, meet- 
ing with his most serious reverse 
when he commanded fifty Spanish 
cavairymen and 4000 Indian allies. 

“One of the most sangquinary re- 
volts of the Yaquis was that which 
occurred in 1825, when they were 
led by the remarkable chief known 
as Banderas, because of his ban- 
ner, which was said to be a relic 
of the Montezuma empire. Banderas 
Was a resourceful organizer as well 
as a capable fighter. He manu- 
factured his own gunpowder, and 
made treaties with neighboring 
tribes. He also recognized the ad- 
vantage of “preparedness,” and en- 
gaged several white soldiers to drill 
his tribesmen in the science of war. 
BANDERAS FINALLY DEFEATED 

“At the end of three years he had 
been so successful that he was able 
to effect an advantageous peace with 
the Mexican government, one of the 
conditions being that he be made 
a salaried general of the regular 
army. A few years later Banderas 
led a second revolt, but this time 
he suffered disastrous defeat, was 
captured and shot in the presence 
of his soldiers. | 

“The Yaquis take their name from 
the Rio Yaauie (chief river,) which 
flows for 509 miles through the 
mountain gorges of Sonora, and 
finally empties into the Gulf of Cali 
ifornia. Along this river the indians 
make their homes of reed and adobe. 
with roofs of grass and mud. The 
warriors are a well proportioned 
race, but they are prone to over- 
indulgence in the native drink, mes- 
cal. Family ties are more or less 
negative among the men, the cus- 
tom of exchanging wives being a 
popular practice of a not distant 
past. They are closely related to 
the Mayos, who from time to time 
have been forced into on unwill- 
ing alliance with their more bellicose 
kinemen, 

“&. noteworthy characterizatic of 
the Yaquis is their fondness and 
talent for music. They have re- 
tained many of their primitive 
dances, but the custom of tatooing 
the chin and arms is no longer 
practiced to any general extent.” 


THE TOOTHSOME GOOBER. 


Principal Food of Some of Congo 
Tribes an African Product, 

[Washington Star:] The peanut, 
sometimes called ground pea or 
ground nut, is known in our southern 
States as the pinder or goober. The 
French call it pistache de terre. It 
is generally believed to be a native 
of Africa, where it is the principal 
food of certain of the Congo tribes. 
Four or five species of the nut flour- 
ish in Brazil. 

Its cultivation has ‘been success- 
fully attempted in Spain. In this 
country it is raised chiefly in the 
States of Virginia, North Carolina 
and Tennessee, and it has been cul- 
tivated with success in California. 

The culture of the peanut is not 
attended with much difficulty. Land 
suited to the raising of corn or mel- 
one is generally selected, and care 
is taken that there be nothing in the 
soll that would stain the shells. 
Planting begins when the danger 
from frost has passed. The ground 1s 
is plowed five or six inches deep 
and then harrowed. The nuts are 
taken from the pod without breaking 
their skins and are planted two or 
three together in rows about three 
feet apart and twenty inches from 
hill to hill, being covered with two 
inches of earth. 

In October, when the nuts are 
ripe, the farmer loosens the earth 
and pulis up the vines, to whieh the 
nuts adhere, and turns them over 
to dry. He performs this task only 
in pleasant weather and when the 
ground is dry. When the vines have 
lain in the sun for a day. which 
is sufficient time for them to dry, 
the grower stacks them around a 
stake about five feet high. 

The vines remain in stack from 
three to tive weeks, after which the 
nute are picked off, placed in sacks 
and shipped to market. A vine under 
favorable conditions often bears 
more than a hundred nuts, and the 
vield per acre frequently exceeds 
forty bushels. 

The «greater part of the Virginia 
and North Carolina crop, which Is 
more than two-thirds of the whole 
crop of the country, is marketed 
in Norfolk and Petersburg. To pol- 
ish them, and to remove the earth 
and stems, the nuts are scoured in 
large metal cylinders, from which 
they pass through blast fans in which 
a strong eurrent of air separates 
the fully-developed nuts having 
sound kernels from those imperfectly 
filled, and from empty pods. The 
sound nuts fall through the fan 
upon sorting tables, where those that 
are discolored are taken out and 
the bright ones are passed on into 
sacks that will each hold about 100 
pounds of nuts. Each sack is marked

MONTEREY (Mex.) Oct. 20.—If 
all the reforms and isms that are 
being agitated by political leaderg 
in different parts of Mexico were put 
into effect this country would prob- 
ably be thrown into a condition of 
chaos worse than that which exists 
here today. Almost every other 
Mexican who holds a political office 
or is striving to reach that goal 
seems to have visions of creating & 
“silk purse out of a sow's ear.” It 


is perhaps hardly fair to character- 
ize all of these proposed reforms aa 
impractical, but it is the opinion of 
men who know the inner thoughts 
and conditions of the masses of na- 
tives of Mexico best that the so- 
called uplift movement which is be- 
ing promoted by many of the edu- 
eated and uneducated citizens whe 
have risen to more or less promi- 
nence by the various turns of revo- 
lutionary events during the last few 
years cannot be successfully accom- 
plished in a day or a year or even a 
e. 


TO IMPROVE MORALS. 


It_ is very generally admitted that 
a material improvement in the 
morals of the poor and ignorant 
masses of Indians is one of the first 
things that is necessary before any 
lasting benefit can be accomplished. 
The recent abolition of bullfighting 
in the territory that is under con- 
trol of the de facto government is re- 
garded as a good move in this di- 
rection. It is stated that the decree 
prohibiting this sport is being rigid- 
ly observed. Gambling, however, is 
still permitted all over the country. 
Games of chance are conducted 
openly in all of the cities, towns and 
hamiets. The sale and drinking of 
pulque, which adds greatly to the 
degradation of the lower class, is 
carried on more extensively than 
ever before. Cock-fighting continues 
to be the national sport. 

In the State of Sonora, isiona] 
Governor Adolfo de la uerta has 
issued a decree which makes some 
far-reaching changes governing the 
wages, hours of labor and other con- 
ditions under which laborers may 
be employed. It is stipulated in this 
decree that the minimum wage per 
be $1.50 of Mexican na- 
tional gold; the minimum age 
limit for laborers shall be 14 years; 
no contracts shall be for a less pe- 
riod than six days, with one day of 
rest in each week, and all laborers 
are given the right to sue their em- 
ployer for damages in case of in 
juries that may be sustained while 
in service. <Any infractions of the 
provisions of the decree are punish- 
able by a fine of not to exceed $500 
of national gold or imprisonment 
for one month. As a means of put- 
ting into effect the decree Provision- 
al Governor de la Huerta has created 
a labor congress, composed of one 
representative for each 1000 union

RANCH OWNERS. 


Americans who own ranches in 
Mexico are much interested in an 
order which has just been issued 
by the de facto government estab- 
lishing a zone with a width of twelve 
miles, extending along the entire 
length of the northern border of the 
country, through which cattle are 
Prohibited from passing without a 
special permit from the National 
Treasury Department. It is stated 
that the primary purpose of this 
order is to prevent the exportation 
to the United States of stolen cat- 
tle. It is well known that many 
thousands of head of live stock have 
been stolen from the ranches of 
Americans and others during the 
long period of revolutionary trou- 
bles and crossed into the United 
States by the thieves. A large force 
of rurales, or country police, is be- 
ing organized to patrol the border 
zone and guard against violations of 
the order. 

As further evidence of the 
strength of the Felix Diaz revolu- 
tion in Southern Mexico recent ar- 
rivals here from that part of the 
country brought with them silver 
and copper coins which bear the im- 
print of the so-called “provisional 
government” which Diaz has set up 
in the State of Oaxaca. This money 
was coined in the mint at Oaxaca, 
and it is said to be in general cir- 
culation in that State and in parts 
of Chiapas, Vera Cruz and Tabasco. 
The silver pieces consist of quarter 
peso, half peso and peso, and the 
copper coins are of 1 centavo de- 
nomination. According to the state- 
ments of men who were in Oaxaca 
as late as the middie of October, 
Felix Dias is in complete military 
control of that State. He has with 
him, as one of his chief support- 
ers, Gen. Jose Ysabel Robles, who, 
at the head of a large and wel- 
armed and equipped force, has 
cleared the State of Carranza troops. 
Gen. Robles ts performing the func- 
tions f Governor, and one of his 
recent decrees was to restore all 
confiscated lands to the original 
owners, promising religious and po- 
litical liberty to all residents of that 
State.

It Was a 
fight to the finish, and round after 
round between the two gigantic 
financial interests have n fought 
since the opening of the battle of 
competition. The Person syndicate 
entered upon its career as a seller 
and distributor of refined oils in 
Mexico under the most auspicious 
circumstantes. The influence of the 
Diaz government was reported to be 
back of it, and it was a matter of 
development afterward that several 
of the high officials of that political 
regime were large stockholders in 
Pearson subsidiaries. 

For several years the campaigh 
against the Waterse-Pierce Oil Com- 
pany Was waged most bitterly and 
— Prices of the different 
grades of refined oil were siashed un- 
til all margin of profit was wiped 
out. The competition in the larger 
citles between the selling agencies 
of the two rival concerns took the 
form of spectacular street shows, 
similar to the patent medicine shows 
that travel about the United States. 
Silk-hatted spielers were in demand, 
and the masses of ignorant peons 
were worked up to the highest pitch 
of excitement, 

POLICY OF DIAZ. 

In the meanwhile the Diaz govern- 
ment was quietly putting the clamps 
down upon the Mexican Centra! Rail- 
road, which was owned by Mr. 
Pierce and associates. This road had 
just finished the construction of a 
very expensive, and, under ordinary 


t conditions, an exceedingly impor- 


tant addition, to ite system, the line 
in question running from Guadaila- 
jara to the Pacific port of Manza- 
nillo. The government is said to have 
pledged iteelf in advance of the con- 
struction of this extension to Manza- 
nillo to grant the Mexican Central 
certain concessions in the way of low 
port charges and higher freight rates 
in order that it might bulld up a 
large transcontinental! traffic between 
the ,orts of Tampico and Manza- 
no. When the time came for car- 
rying out these promises on the part 
of the government, it is alleged that 
quite the contrary course toward the 
Mexican Central was adopted. The 
line to Manszaniilo became a dead 
weight to the system. It is alleged 
other oppressive tactics were adopted 
until finally Mr. Pierce and associ- 
ates were forced, in order to save 
their investment as much as pos- 
sible, to sell a controlling interest in 
the railroad to the government. It 
was taken over and merged into what 
is known as the National Railways of 
Mexico. 

The firm of 8. Pearson & Son, 
Lied., organized a subsidiary,. called 
the Mexican Eagle Oj] Company, 
and the beginning of oll develop- 
ment operations on a large scale was 
begun in the Tampico territory. 
where a few years before, E. L. Do- 
heny of Los geles, Cal., and asso- 
clates had discovered oil near 
Ebano and were engaged in develop- 
ing and refining operations on a 
comparatively mall scale. How- 
ever, it may be stated in passing. 
that the Doheny syndicate, through 
its subsidiartes, the Mexican Petro- 
leum Company and the Huasteca 
Petroleum Company, have made 
marvelous advancement in oll pro- 
duction since those pioneer days 
and are now probably larger opera- 
tors in the Mexico fields than the 


Cowdray syndicate. 
WAX STILL STRONGER. 

During the latter years of the Diaz 
administration the Cowdray syndi- 
cate, as it has come to be called, 
waxed still stronger. It acquired 
large areas of oll-producing terri- 
tory and brought In wells of enorm- 
ous production. The fight of Mr. 
Pierce and associates for a continua- 
tion of their old-time hold upon the 
Mexican oi) trade still continued, 
notwithstanding their very evident 
unpopularity with the Diaz admin- 
istration. 

It was at the very time when the 
cause of the Pierce interest in the 
republic seemed to be almost hope- 
less that Francisco I. Madero, Jr.. 
inaugurated his revolution. One of 
the issues of his campaign for the 
overturning of the Diaz regime was 
that the latter had bestowed excep- 
tional favors upon S. Pearson & Son. 
Lied., and their subsidiary. the Eagle 
M Company. When Madero came 
into power he reproduced photo- 
graphic copies of letters, contracts 
and other documents taken from the 
government archives in alleged sub- 
etantiation of his charges. These 
papers, however, did not refiect any 
discredit upon the British firm, it 1e 
claimed. They only showed the 
methods which the Diaz govern- 
ment adopted towards large invest- 
ment interests. It is asserted by 
men who have kept close track of 
the remarkable contest between the 
large oil interests of Mexico that the 
Waters-Pierce Ol] Company, which

As the story of Emil Witte the 
book is fine; as the story of an im- 
migrant family it is incomplete, too 
narrow in scope, too particularized 
to be entitled to the claim which 
certain distinguished admirers seem 
inclined to make for it. “Witte Ar 
rives” barely escapes being a news- 
paper novel, for Emil enters news- 
paper work as soon as he has fin- 
ished with college and remains in 
it until he “arrives” with his suc- 
cessful book. It would be no dis- 
grace for “Witte Arrives” to be 
called a “newspaper novel,” but that 
shows somewhat the limitations of 
the background against which the 


story is cast. 


As a reporter Witte meets many 
phases of city life, of Chicago life. 
He sees what an incubus is the fear 
lot losing the job—an incubus that 
makes its weight felt by almost 
every man on a small salary; he sees 
the futility of continued newspaper 
work, of how the best of the men 
in their day sink into pathetic des- 
uetude, worn out, burnt out: he 
comes in contact with the foreign 
settlement in his search for “fea- 
ture stories” and sympathizes keen- 
ly with the bewilderment and eco- 
nomic shifts and futility of immi- 
grants. Those experiences give him 


a perspective. 


More personal experiences teach 
him the poignant lessons of an-
